#•• ASSAULT. 


Lut night about 10 o'clock a murderous 


•MMh waa and* upon Coroner John 
DtanMO in the oat about 100 yards west 
of the city limits on the W abash railway 
within 100 yards of his leeldence, which 
U located on the south side of the railroad. 
From what can be fathered from tho 
Injured man. It appears that he was quiet- 
ly wending his way homeward at the hour 
named, when on entering the cat above 
referred to two or more men came down 
tbe embankment, and one of them struck 
him on tbe bead with a club, which felled 
him to tbe (round, almost knocking him 
senseless. He straggled to his feet and 
bravely resisted the attack, but the supe- 
rior strength of tho unknown robbers, 
coupled with the stunning blows of tbe 
murderous club, were too much for him 
and he wot soon overpowered, robbed or 
hi* money and watch, and left on tho rail- 
road track In an unconscious condition, at 
the mercy of tbe lightning express train 
4ue bore at 10.30. An overruling provl 
dence, however, frustrated the designs of 
the villains In this respect, and Mr. Din- 
neen came to and got off the track shortly 
before tbe train went thundering by. U 
scorns that, Instead of going home, Iho 
poor man wandered about through Ibe 
ravines und over tbo hilli in that neigh- 
borhood for nearly an hour in a icuii-con- 
scious state; he didn't seem to realize 
bow badly be was injured, and did not 
know where he was. 
About 11:15 ho 


stopped at the first house where a light 
was visible, stumbled iato Ibo yard, got 
on tbe porch and stood there sometime 
tramping around, falling to knock. The 
door was suddenly opened, and bo found 
himself at the, house of Mr. Lon. A. 
Hrockwuy, the painter, corner of North 
College and Ono Gordo streets, half a 
mile from where Ibe terrible assault WHS 
made. 


IN A BAD rl.KIHT. 


Mr. llrockway a»ked Mr. Dinneen whut 


he wanted, and Ihe exhausted man, whose 
licttd and lireusl wore covered with blood, 
replied, "I want to como in nnd real." 
tttippoHing Ihftl the man had the smallpox 
and bad escaped from his bed, and nol 
being able to learn his name or recognize 
bun, Mr. llrockway sent a messenger for 
his brother, Deputy Marshal Qrockwny, 
who came, and recognized the man as 
John Dinneen. They took him in und 
put him to bed, when Dr. U L. Wulslon 
was hastily summoned. 


DAtUIKUGUB IHJIIIHEB. 


On examination It was discovered thai 


Mr. Dinneen had received a multitude of 
blows on his head, cighl culling through 
to tbe skull, and one ou the buck of his 
head, (probably the flrsl rceeivcd),'cxtcnd- 
ing from ear to far. Blood was running 
from both of bis ours, which the surgeon 
considers a very bud sign. A frightful 
r,ut 
over bis left eye liud caused that 


organ to swell up us large us an English 
walnut, nnd wns black ns n piece of coal 
this morning 
Tho wounds were cure 


fully diessed, und the coroner wns left in 
Mr. Hrockwuy's charge, who, assisted by 
bis wife, watched over him nnd ministered 
to bis wants until Ibis morning, when Dr. 
Walsliinagnln called untl foilutl his patient 
in a dull, lethargic state. It wus some- 
time before ko could be unused, when 
Mr. Dinneen spokr a few intclliglblo sen- 
tences, from which our reporter is enabled 
to rclulc the tragic occurrence as nbovc 
given. Mr. Diunoen'H condition ut nine 
o'clock this morning was exceedingly 
dangerous. He is a man past 60 yours of 
age, and his recovery weuld be almost 
miraculous. His weeping wife is itl his 
bedside. In a half delirious state. 


THR CI.Cn THAT DID TUB WOUK. 


This morning, after learning from Mr. 


Dinneen the whereabouts of the frightful 
occurrence, of last night, Deputy Marshal 
Brockway and Policeman John Tucker 
visited the spot designated above, and 
there lying beside the track were Mr. D.'s 
hat, a memorandum book, and a huge oak 
club, made from a stick of cord wood, 
•boat three feet long, four Inches through 
at one end, and Upered down like a bnse 
ball club nt the other end. This fearful 
looking cudgel was hewed with an axe or 
hatchet, and was very rough, having the 
appearance of having been made quite 
recently. On tho club ut Iho handle and 
at the end were several wide blood stains, 
showing that It was handled by ruffians 
who bad planned to lake their victim's 
life If neceosary, and doubtless they 
thought him dead when they mudc off 
with their booty. The appearance of the 


lains wke silently watched fur his oomlnf oat 
tbc re in that lonely (place, which 1« uow spat- 
tered with tho 11 fo blood of their unfortunate 
victim. 


Tears aco Mr. Dinneen was yardmuter for 


tbo Wabasb railway at Utls point, and did the 
switching, as many will remember, wltli an ox 
team. He has always been a sober. Industri- 
ous Mid hcrneet dtlien, and enjoys the respect 
and eonndeoce of all whoknowhlm. He Han 
IrUhmaa by birth, and Is a member of Saint 
l'»trteVi LCatnollol obotob. Hebmsawireand 
two children, who aro ncurly heartbroken over 
tbe terrible condition of tho husband nnd 
father,
